Almost al 
the fastest horses, says the sam 
writer, have been remarkable for 
their nervous, “high strung” consti- 
tutions. Others have had as good 
legs and as good lungs, but have 
lacked the necessary courage and de- 
termination, the “do or. die” spirit) 
which makes a horse keep on after he 
is tired. But this very nervousness 
renders the horse the most irritable 
of creatures, the most easily worried 
and distressed. Upon this point Mr. 
Merwin makes some observations that 
are worth reading by all who have, 
orexpect to have, horses of theif

“Harsh treatment, though .it stop 
short of inflicting physical pain, keeps 
a nervous horse in a state of misery. 
On the otbe® hand, it is perfectly 
true, as a besotted bugPintelligent 
stable keeper once observed’ to me, 
“A kind fora hoss is as good 
sometimes as a fged of oats.”

Legal tender means lawful offer to 
pay. When you offer to pay your 
debt in something which the govern- 
ment says is Jawful, the man you owe 
must accept that offer, or his debt is 
dead. That thing which the govern- 
ment decides upon as a lawful offer be- 
comes, at once, what we call ‘‘money.” 
Whatever is legal tender is money—in 
that particular country. Nothing is 
money in the strict meaning of the 
term, which does not possess the qual- 
ity of legal tender.

An Importaat Bill.

He 
says the horses ‘n the city are fine 
ones, but are returned at an average 
of $20 each. The carriages of the 
rich at an average of $30 each. In 
the whole city of more than a million 
andahalf people only 5,000 watches 
are returned for taxation. 
Chicago has eighty Aldermen and fifty 
of them are known to be as purchas- 
able as bogs in the market. Chicago 
is a bad place, but there ure thousands 
of towns and cities just.as bad in every 
particular. ‘The. farmers bave allowed 
these corrupt people in towns and 
cities to control the politics of the 
country and you see the result every 
time you sell a bale of cotton or apy- 
thing else. Are you farmers ready to 
stand together and vote together here- 
after or will you divide and make 
faces aml curse each other again?—

The wide@prepd movement among the 
farmers, today, is their effort to adapt 
themeelves and their dccupation to the 
ever-changing environment, 80 


situation, receiving their due share “of 
the product of American industry, and 
exerting their due influence in he 
formation ana uevelopment or national 
character. As aresuit of bis industry, 
the farmer has rendered food and raw 
material for factories both cheap and 
plentiful, and here we have the cause 
ofhis embarrassment. The supp'y of 
agricultural products has increased 
beyond the demand, and prices have 
fallen without any cofresponding. {all 
in the prices of personal service, meaus 
of transportation, and the comforts, 
conveniences and luxuries of life. 

Farmers have been content in tho 
past to confine their labors to the pro- 
duction of wealth, leavirg to others 
the control of? the conditions which 
regulate the distribution of this wealth. 
At however, they have awakened 
to the fact that they are the victims of 
nnequal legislation. Abundant statis- 
es show that’ tho farmer, north, 
south, east and west’ receives a lower 
remuneration fur his labor than the 
average man in any ot@er of the great 
branches of industry. The farmer, 
when bis eyes were first opened, 
‘tturoed to the railway magnate and to 
the politician for redress. He has no® 
realized by experience that the solution 
ofthe problem depends upon hjmself. 
The farmers movement 16 ingly the 
awakening of those sturdy citizens 
from engrossment in the pureuit of 
wealth to a sense of their duty, first to 
themselves, and then to society. Such 
® movement may have obstacles, it may 
be slow, it may -do much apparent 
damage, but it is irresistible, and in 
the end its results will be of valne. It 
has reached the stage where guidance 
is needed, rather than ridicule and 
denunciation. ; 

In their endeavor to secure organi- 
zation the farmers soon discovered the 
necessity of broadening their educa- 
tion, especially in the field of econo- 
mics and politics. Every farmers’ 
orgrnization has this object pre-emi- 
nently in view. These associations are 
themselves efficient schools, giving to 
their faithful members training in 
public speaking, in thinking, and in 
administration. As a result of twenty- 
six years of this work the Grange has 
become a national university, employ- 


ing hundreds of teachers, college-. 


educated as well as self-taught, » > 
stimulate thought and lend inspira- 
tion to their fellows. 

In another direction the farmers’ 
movement has thrown a great deal of 
light upon co-operation, both distri- 
butive and productive; and organiza- 
tion, education and co-operation have 
led the farmers’ movement toward po- 
litical action, in which slowly, but 
surely, they have been educating 
themselves for practical participation. 
During the last presidental election 
the People’s party cast 1,122,045  bal- 
lots, out of a total of 12,154,542 votes. 
They secured 22 votes in the Electoral 
College, and this was the first time 
since 1856 that a third party secured 
an electoral vote. They increased their 
representatives in the house from three 
to twelve. In the senate they haye 
several senators, and in four states 
they elected their candidate for gov- 
ernor. — . 

Whenever the farmers of this few 
land shall unite in their demande 
for practical measures of reform, one 
or other of the’ old parties will y 
submit to their will. There may €ven 
be class legislation in favor of "the 
farmers, but this wold surely be fob 
lowed by « reaction. Farmers have 
suffered from a neglect of theif own 
interests, but they are now thoroughly

The Myer Scigniorage Bill. 

Congressman Myer, of Louisiana, 
has introduced a new seigniorage bill 
in‘the house. It contains a clause au- 
thorizing an unliinited issue of bonds, 
and is said to have the avproval of the 
President and Secretary Carlisle. My- 
er asserts that he has the assurance of 
the President that the bill will not be 
vetoed if passed. :

‘The Sherman law 
was repealed ‘‘to restoré contidence ;” 
the seigniorage bill was vetoed because 
it would ‘‘disturb the tranquility of 
our financial system” and create a new

The gaug of boodlers at Wash- 
ington, from Cleveland down, have 
discovered that they went too far in 
this bond issuing and ®ontraction busi- 
ness and are tacking. They are trying 
to sugar coat their infamy by mixing 
seigniorage in with it to deceive the 
people if they can.

In these days ®f trusts and consoli- 
dation, strikes and cut-downs, between 
labor and railroads, it may be interest- 
ing to note what has and could be dong 
to remedy these. We never hear of 
any strikes, cut-downs or labor troubles 
on the railroads of Australia, and 
why? Bezause the government owne 
and opperates them for the benefit of 
all people, In Australia you can ride 
adistauce of 1,000 miles across the 
country for $6.50, first-class, too, 
while workingmen can ride #* miles 
for 2 cents, 12 miles for 4 Cente, 30 
miles tor 10 ete., and working- 
mencan recelvé 25 to 30 per cent. 
more wages, for eight hours’ labor 
than are paid in this country for 10 
hours. 

In VicfSria, where the above rates 

revail, the net income from the roads 
last year was sufficient to pay all the 
federal taxes. In Hungary, where the 
@oads are @ate owned, you can ride 6 
miles for ba and since the govern- 
ment ought the roads wages have 
doubled. Belgium tells the same story. 


Fares and freight have been cut down? 


one-half, and wages doubled. Yet the 
roads pay a yearly revenue to the gov- 
ernrient of $4,000,000 


In Germany you can ride four miles 
for l cent on the government owned 
lines. Yet wages are 123 per cent. 
higher than they were when ethe pri- 
vate corporations owned them, and 
during the last 10 years the net profits 
bave increased 41 per cent. Last year 
the roads paid the German govern- 
ment 9 net profit of $25,000,000. 
Workingmen and farmers, if you like 
such rates as these, vote for them. 

f our government owned the rail- 
roads, we could go to San Franciseo 
from Boston for $10. Look at the 
proof. Uncle Sam pays tne railroads 
not quite @B376 to transport a loaded 
postal car from Boston to San Fran- 
cisco, A passenger car will carry 50 
passcngers, which at $10 each, would 
be $500, or a clear profit cf $125 per 
car; and this, too, is after paying 54 
per cent. upon watered stock, which is 
fully 10 per cent. on the cost of the 
roads. 

Railroads have grabked from the 


people 281,000,000 acres of our best: 


lands during the past 20 years, and 
millions of dollars have been given 
to these same* roads, They are capl- 
talized at present at 310,000,000,000; 
they have cost quite $4,000,000, 000. 
To show how our railroads have water- 
ed their stock, I point tothe N. Y. C. 
& H. R. R. R., which, when the Van- 
derbilts obtained control in 1869, was 
capitalized at $49,000,000. They at 
once watered it up to $90,000,000. 
More ‘‘water” has been added, until 
at present the capital stock is $146,000, - 
000, and ep] but $45,000,000 is water. 
The Erie road costa trifle over $50, - 
000,000. Its capital is $160,601,000, 
the people pay large dividends upon 
all those watered stocks. 

There is only one solution against 
these mighty evils, and that is govern. 
ment ownership, and to get that a re 
form party will have to be placed in 
power at Washington. 

To illustrate how the railroad charge 
all all the traffic will bear, I point to 
Florida, where only last March » 

‘freight train from that sunny 
had, among other freight, three 
cars of potatoes, cabbages and Straw.

This is the third timo that the Tal- 
mage tabernacle been destroyed 
by a fire.

Everything iu the tabernacle was 
Westroyed with the building. Per- 
haps the loss which will grieve Dr. 
Talmage most is that of the memorable 
stones which he had brought from the 
east, and which were set inthe wall 
at the right of the organ, encased in 
stero-rehef work. Thcy were fvur 
in namber. ‘The top block was from 
Mount Calvary, aud bore the word 
“Sacrifice.” ‘The stone below from 
Mount cinai, bearing on it

tion, “Gospel,” The front stone was 
unmarked.

STATE OF TENNESSEE LOSSES 
The Supreme Court Decides That lt Can 

No: Tax the Mobile anv Ohio, 

The Tennessee Jaw, which the cfi 
cials of Of that state contend author- 
izes (hem to tax the property of the 
Mobile and Ohio railroad company 
for the years 1585 to 1889,. inclusive, 
was declared by the supreme court ot 
the United States Monday, iu an 
opinion read by Justice Jackson, to be 
invalid as far as that company. is con- 
cerned, 

The company was chartered by the 
etate of Tenucssee in 1848, with a 
provision exempting its capital stock 
fiom taxation, and its property fur a 
period ef twenty- five years from its 
completion, and that no tax should be 
levied which would reduce the -divi- 
dend velow eight per cent per annum. 

The supreme @purt decided that the 
taxes for 1830 aud 1886 could not be 
collected because they were within the 
period of 25 years subsequent to the 
completion of the road, but that for 
subsequent years the taxes were prop 
erly levied and should be collected,

Engl ish soldiers regard the Victoria 
cross as the highest prize that pace be 


_ and the Frenchman looks eager- 

ty forward to the time when he yes 
n upon his breast the cross of the 
n of Honor. Individual acts of 
antry in the American army are 
not often greeted with a flourish of 


trumpets or special decorations. but 
there is at least one substantial and 


mueh-covreted reward. It is known 
as the medal of honor. This little 
bronze star is difficult to obtain, and 
is only granted in rare cases. (Con- 
gress must vote upon the question 
just as if it were an especial act. 
Numbers of veterans ir the army have 
gained such a medal, but they are 
far more limited in numbers than the 
similar lists of other ‘countries would 
show. The rarity with which this 
medal is awarded makes it a!) the 


more highly pri: recipients, 
and Sergeant V , of Troop B 
United States Cavalry, now stationed 
at Presidio, the military post.of San 
Franciseo, doubt'esg fee}s-corresypmnd- 
ing pride in the f at he isthe 
only man who kas\ ever won two of 


these medals. \ Tha sergeant is stil) 
further distingujishéd by having per- 
formed deeds of bravery entitling 
him to two other decorations. The 
nedals of honor were both gained by 
him in the space of two years, and 
were conferred for deeds of daring in 
ndian campaigns. 

Wilson was sergeant of Troop I, 
Fourth Cavalry, in the “year 1872, 
when it was ordered to Fort Concho, 
@exas. One morning he was orrdered 
to report to the officer in command 

‘for an especial service. 

“There is a band of Comanches 
up the river, and it has just carried 
off a lot of cattle,’’ said the officer to 
him. ‘‘Take a corporal and temgnen 
and see if you can head them off. 

It was only a few moments after 
that ‘‘boots and saddles” was sound- 
ed, and the little party was in full 
chase on the track of the redskins. 
All the morning and all the after- 
noon the men kept up their rapid 
pace, stopping half an hour at dusk 
to refresh their horses. Then into 
the saddles again; and they pressed 
forward through the: star-lit night— 
‘hot on the trail. All the night long 
the chase was pressed, until a faint 
glow in the horizon announced the 
break of day. They had reached the 
mountains, and now the trail led up 
the steep declivities toward the canon 
of the Colorado river. Sleep was not 
thought of then and @tigue was for- 
gotten, for now the scent was hot. 
At noomaghey reached the river and 
called a halt (r breakfast. Hardly 
was the camp fire lit when. the man 
whom they had sent some distance 
algad asa lookout was observed to 
be running toward them at full speed. 
At this alarm the soldiers dashed 
water over the fire and flung their 
bridles over the horses’ heads. 

“hey are-just ahead of us. up the 
riverw’’ gasped the breathless scout. 

Bounding into their saddles, the 
troopers clapped spurs to their bayses 
and pressed forward at full gallop 
Wilson was in the lead, and, as his 
animal took asmall stream at a jump, 
he was greeted by a straggling volley 
of rifle shots. Heedless of all ob- 
stacles, the cavalrymen charged at 
full gallop through the Indian camp 
toa small eminence in their rear. 
They. sheltered themselves behind 
rocks, realizing that fhey had their 
quarry at bay. The Indians, who 
outnumbered them, had rallied, and, 
after the savage fashion, fought des- 
perately to escape. It was a bitter 
contest, and only the cool, deter- 
mined fire which Wilson and his men 
kept up, won’ the vistory. At last, 
after a fight of several hours, when 
some of the Indians were killed and 
wounded, a signal of surrender was 
m Saddles and wigwams of the 
cap®ared were burned, and Sergeant 
Wilson escorted his prisoners back to 
Fort Concho without the loss of a 
man or a horse in his detachment, 
and with the record of 120 miles-in 
fifty-four hours. And this is why 
Congress awarded him medal No. 1.

The International Bi-metallist Con- 
ference opened at London last Wednes- 
day. .

There is nosuch phenomenon of fall- 
ing wages and prices in France— 
though there has” been a fall there— 
for the simple reason that the volume 
of currency is ona bimetallic basis-- 
the silver coin not being convertible 
by law into gold—and is large enough 
to t the requirements of all classes 
and interests. Another reason, too 
lies in the fact that the population of 
Fran® is not increasing, It is barely 
holding its own. And yet the fact re- 
mains that France, prosperous as her 
people are, would be in a more prosper- 
ous qgndition today if the value of 
the gdld-——the purchasing power of the 
gold dollar--were not constantly in- 
creasing. 

In this country the pressure of the 
single gold standard was not severely 
felt until after the closing of the Indian 
mints to silver made & money crisis in- 
evitable. This, together with the de- 
clared policy of Mr. Carlisle that he 
would redeem the silver notes in gold, 
only precipitated the ‘‘panic”’ which is 
still with us, gud which will continue 
to abide with us until silver is made a 
definite part of our money of final puy- 
ment. The panic of 1873, precisely 
similar to the present crisis, was modi- 
fied and mitigated, first, by the law 
practicaliy repealing the resumption 
act—declaring that greenbacks should 
be reissued as rapidly as they are re- 
deemed—and second, by the Bland-

FINANCIAL TRUTHS. 


The difficulty with bimetalism is 
that it requires a less valuable metal 
to be maintained at par with a more 
valuable one. This unnatural condi- 
tion can not be indefinitely main- 
tained except at constant expense. 
The objection to the recent bill for 
coining the silver seigniorage was 
not that it would edd fifty-five mil- 
lions to our coined money, but that it 
necessitated the additional burden of 
maintaining fifty-five ‘millions more 
of silver at par with gold. 
gold bonds to meet this ex pense does 
not®cure the difficulty—it only post- 
pones it, together with adding to our 
indebtedness. Along’ these lines 
there is nothing but diffeulty and 
disaster. 

A circulating medium for the ex- 
change of commodities should consist, 
not of a substance naturally scare, 
which can not be made to 


If there is any one thing that is cal- 
culated to make us tired more than 
anything else it is this senseless 
twadcle about, having ‘‘something to 
sell."* Only a few days ago the writer 
heard a farmer make the remark that 
if the people only had sonfthing to 
sell they could get the®money for it.

Every officer 
of the army or navy who has-been in 


‘the service a great(number of years 


or who has become disabled from any 
cause, in or out of the line of duty, 
can, says the Detroit Free Press, re- 
tre from service with an assured in- 
come. This is one feature which 
makes service in the army or navy 
attractive. here is no occupation, 
except that of Federal judge, which 
makes provision for a man’s declining 
years. There are -sporadic. cases sf 
business men o provide for o:d em- 
ployes. , But tl ese instances are rare, 
and the ordinary business man is ex- 
pec to lay by s.mething for his 
éwn rainy day.

Tawhiao, Maori King, also Wrote, 
asking for an interview and saying 
tbat he wished to follow the example 
of the chiefs: su the king and the 
most Important men inthe big Maort 
district has been invited to visit 
Wellington during the next session 
of Parliament. Forty years ago, 
when the Maoris drew the aukati, of 
sacred boundry line, the English ty 
New Zealand were not desirous to in- 
cur the opposition of over 00,000 na- 
tives. Exclusive possession of their 
lands had already been promised tu 
the tribes: and the Europeans made 
no protest when the natives drew 
their boundary Iine around a large 
Part of this reserve, named it the 
King Country, declared that the white 
mien should make no roads Within 
the area, and forbade them, under 
penalty of death, to enter the land. 

Until quite revently the Maoris 
conducgegl themselves as they pleased 
in the king vuntry. Eleven yeats 
ago this large district in the Nortb 
Island had not been surveyed, its re- 
nyrkable geographical and geoloyi- 
cal features weie almost unknown, 


and the maps of it were merely out- | 


lines. Then the Englishman Kerry: 
Nicholls was bold enough to enter 
thQyountry in spite of the prohihi- 
tiomjot the Maori king. After a 
jourfley of 600 miles, during whieh 
he collected a great deal of fresh in- 
formation, he returned unscathed, 
After this the kovernment secureg 
permission from the ntaive chiefs te 
survey a route for a railroad througy 
the King Country. 

Maoris are Widely gceattered over 
the North Island, but for Many yearg 
thousands of natives have cou tnert 
themselves to the region fromewhicb | 
they have wholly exelyded the white | 
race, that has pressed clas ly around 
the forbidden area. It is not until 
this late dav. when the white Dope 
lation of New Zealand numbers abour 
100,000 souls, When it. is no Jopger 
possible for any of the native tribes 
to retain the role of semnl-independ: 
enee. that the proud Maoris have at 
last bowed to their Inevitable fate or 
complete subjection to the will of 
the white conquerors. We are in- 
clinad to think that the latest: phase 
of the Maori question wil] only | 
hasten their extermination. The 
finest specimens of the Polynesian 
race, they, like all their kinsmen 
Beattered over the Pacific, are haaten- 
Ing on the way toward total extine- 
tion. -All of them, outside the King 
Country. are nominally converts ty, 
Christianity, and have adopted many 
of the ways of Caucasian civilization, 
Those who have been most influenced 
by contact with the white hewcomers | 
have most glapidly diminished in

They do 
not use force tojattain this .end, but 
they accomplish it nevertheless. 
@ There are many former railroad em 
ployes who testify that they have been 
forced to engage in other business be- 
@uuse, after being discharged, they 
round rat wherever they applied for 
work under another company they 
were blacklisted. They are #asked 
where they have worked, and, on giv- 
ing the information, the telegraph is 
brought into p!as, and they are soon 
informed that their services are not 
needed. Yet they do not invoke the 
aid of the courtsor of the federal 
authorities knowing well that no at- 
tention would be paid them if they 
did.—-Topeka State Journal.

STATES?

Prof. Jevons, in ‘‘Money Mechanism 
and Exchange,” shows thafin 1865 the | 
value of gold between 1789 and 1809 
fell in the ratio of 100 to 54 or4f 
percent. brom 1503 to 1859 it yeised 
from 100 to 245, by 145 per cent, ren- | 
dering government annuities and | 
tixed payments almost two and one ] 
half times as valuable as they were in | 
Is09, prostrating and paraiso in- 
dustries in the same ratio thft debts | 
and fixed incomes become more vat | 
uable, and gold increased in value snd 
purchasing power. After 1846 gold 
discoveries in California and ee 
increased the world’s annual supply | 
from $61,000,000 that vear to $181,000,- | 
10 in 1851, diminishing its value 3¢ 
per cent. 

It is contended that gold is a stan- | 
dard of value. It can not bea standard | 
f its own value, as it is subject to a!) | 
the changes and fluctuations of other | 
products. Uniformity of general | 
prices is the only reliable standard of 
money value. | 

In 1857 Chevalier in his work, ‘Fall | 
of Gold,” said: The quantities of | 
go'd annually thrown on the market | 
makes-in round numbers a millard of | 
franes ($200,.400,000). For a long sertes 
of years California and ABitralia | 
must projuce such quantities as te | 
cender a market decline in its value’! 
inevitable.” As vold increased its 
purchasing power declined,  conse- | 
juently labor and the product of | 
labor inereased. 

Germany, Austria and other coun 
tries demonetized gold. The Con. | 
gressional Monetary Commission says 
“The movement in Europe for the 
general demonetization of gold would 
have become gen: ral but for the re 
sistance of Franee. ‘The change from 
demonitiziny gold to demonetizing 
silver was more of form than of sub. 
stance. Thé object aimed at by both 
Was a disuse of one of the money metals | 
to protect the creditor classes, and | 
those having a tixed income against a | 
fallin the value of money and a rise ' 
in general prices of labor and pro. 
perty."” The ‘Fall of Wold” which 
Chevalier lamented in 1857 was ite 
fallin relation to property. It was | 
not a fa!l in gold in relation to silver | 
which caused Germany to demonetize; 
Silver in 1857, nor was it a fall inghe | 
value of silver which induced several 
countries of Europe and the United 
States to demonetize that metal. The 
object was the same in both cases, to | 
decrease the volume of money. and 
consequently enhance its purchasing | 
power. 

Banks should not have the power to | 
increase or contract the currency, and 
the right to regulate the currency 
should be taken from congress and re- 
ferred to the people. No legislative 
body ought to be vested with the | 
power to pauperize the nation. The | 
liberties of the republic are in danger 
so long as the power to decrease the | 
money volume remains in the hands 
of congress. They can, by a collusion 
with the chief executive, cause a con- 
fiscation of nine-tenths of the prop 
erty of the na‘ion.

in the same manner. The national 
bank system is a step toward the 
establishment of a sovereignty based 
upon hereditary succession and is the 
corner stone of imperialism. 

The bank sei ¢ onferred and perpeti 
uating delegated power upon foreign- 
ers and aliens is a gross betrayal of a 
trust delegated by the people to con- 
gress by the constitution, and is trea- 
son against the people. The national 
bank act is a usurpation of power 
not warranted by the constitution. 

The question arises, if. bank notes 
are money, where do they derive their 
money functicns, and if the govern- 
ment can create money for the banks. 
why,not for itself and the people? If 


| the debts of a nation are good security 
| on which to base its money, is not its 


wealth better security? Why should

In the West gold is being free- 
ly deposited for such money as the 
banks desire, and no delay is expe- 
rienced in filling all orders promptly, 
In the West, however, very little mon- 
ey of denominations lower than $5 
and $10 is wanted, and this class of 
money can be readily @applied.

The Surgeon Mends Old Teeth Now In. 
stead of Fulling Them. 

In the course of an address at a den- 
tal convention recently a delegate re- 
marked that there is not one twoth lost 

now where there used to be 1), The 
| day of reckless tooth pulling has 
passed. Itisa mighty poor tooth that 
the skilled operator of to-day cannot 
render better and more serviceable 
than the best possible false one, says 
a writer in a St Louis paper. - If only 
the root is lefta new upper part of 
orcelain or gold, called a “crown,” ig 
astened upon it so as to be quite serv- 
iceable. upposing that not even the 
root is left, a gap in the mouth is filled 
in with one or more “dummies” secure- 
ly fastened by a gold ‘bridge” or 
otherwise to the souni teeth. Com- 
plete sets of false teeth are rare now. 
adays. On the other hand, people in 
a palbably toothless condition are al- 
most never seen, the cost of a complete 
artificial dental equipment being only 
616. The demand for “tooth-srowns" 
comes largely from base-ball players, 
foot-ball athletes and bicycle riders, 
who are very apt to have their teeth 
broken off short 

But the last and most ingenious re 

sort of the dental surgeon ig “implan- 
tation"—i. e., the setting of new teeth 
into the jaw. For thi, purpose real 
teeth are employed and not artificial 
ones. Cocaine having been first ap- 
plied fer the purpose of producing an- 
xsthesia, a hole is drilled im the jaw 
bone, and into this socket a ood tooth 
newly drawn from somebo y's jaw is 
set. If the patient is young aad vig- 
orous the osseous structure soon closes 
around it, and, by the time the gum is 
healed the tooth is ready fer use. It 
should last from thresto ten years. 
In the case @ an elderly or feeble per- 
son it may be fastened in place by 

silver wires passing around the ‘aw 

bone. The root of a freshly extracted 

tooth is covered with a delicate mem- 

brane called the “pevic-mentum,” the 

vitality of which materially aes‘sts 

the wished for combining of the tis- 
| 8ues. Until the grinder is directly 

transferred, the vitality cf this mem- 

brane must be artificially preserved. 
| One way of doing it is to graft the 
| tooth into the comb of a cock, that 





will be quite legible when dried. 
The plants are yoisonvus, however, 
80 that this natura! ink will never 
take the place of the common or 
finger-staining sort of daily use.

Kut the People’s party has 
provided for this’ It recommends in 
its platform an amendment} to the 
constitution by which all persons en- 
gaged-in the public service shall be 
placed under civil service regulations 
of the most rigid character.

there is not-a mile of that vast sys- 
tem that is not represented locally by 
at least one of the best lawyers to be 
found in the region. 

“If all the lawyers whoare in the 
employ or retained in the interest of 
the one great railway system in the 
country were marshaled together they 
would form an army as large as Gen. 
Jackson had at New Orleans, larger 
than Gen. Scott had at Lundy's Lane 
if you put together the different 
armies made up of lawyers represent- 
ing the different great railway sys- 
tems of the country you will find that 
the intluence of the railway system 
reaches out intoevery county in the 
United States” 

In a recent investigation of the af. 
fairs of the Santa Fe railroad, it was 
found that $7,000,000 was charged as 
having been paid’back in rebates to 
shippers, but $2,000,000 of it was so 
‘unsatisfactorily accounted for that it 
was no doubt stolen by the officers of 
the road.

MONEY QUESTION. 


The Tarif Only affects o Few People, 
While the Scarcity of Money Is Kiti- 
ing New Enterprises Every Day Table 
of Different Tariffs.

For generations the politicians of 
this country have agreed in almost 
every campaign that the tariff should 
be the issue They have always found 
ita convenient bone of contention 
Over which the masses would easily 
divide Itis 9 question that is very 
complex to the average voter. Itisa 
splendid issue pon which to appeal 
to sectionaligsm arouse - party 
spirit The leaders of the democratic 
and republican parties have mutually 
agreed for so long that the tariff was 
the great issue in American politics 
that the Sverage voter in these parties 
without seriously considering the 
matter and without any study or in- 
vestigation upon his part has settled 
down to the ides that the tariff is 
really the issue The politicians bave 
one half the people attributing all 
their grievances to the fact that the 
tariff is too high and the other half to 
the fact that the tariff is too low.

Government has no right to change 
the relation existing. between money 
and products, much less the power to 
delegate that right, which it does 
when it charters banks of issue with 
power to limit or extend the circulat- 
ing medium When the volume of 
money is increased to meet the de- 
mands of an increasing volume of 
business and growing population, 
prices will remain practically staple 
This is as it should be and this is the 
reason why wer was given 
to congress “to regulate ‘the value of 
the currency.” The banker's capital 
is his money. His income is interest. 
The farmer's capital is his farm and 
machinery and stock to run it His 
income is the products of the farm. 
Now turn back for thirty years. Not 
only the value of the éarnis, stock and 
machinery has decreased, but that of 
every product of the farm. Wheat 
that brought $2 per bushel now brings 
about 10 cents. Cotton that brought 
“5 cents now brings only 6 cents. Not 
80 with the capital and income of the 
banker. Both have been increased in 
value when compared with Products, 
The dollar that would only buy one. 
half bushel of wheat. will qnow buy 
two and one-half bushels. ‘The dollar 
that would buy but four pounds of 
cotton will now buy seventeen pounds. 
This is better for the banker bat worse 
for the farmer. But the strangest 
thing about it is, the farmer 
has been induced to consent to the 
change under the plea of an “honest 
dollar. What he should have done, 
and what he ought now to do, is to 
stand up for an honest price for his 
products. This so-called “honest dol- 
lar” is one that so changes the rela- 
tiye value of his capital and income— 
his products—with that of the bank.

the currency.” The banker's capita! 
is his money. His income is interest. 
The farmer’s capital is his farm and 
machinery and stock to run it His 
income is the products of the farm. 
Now turn back for thirty years. Not 
only the value of the éarmis, stock and 
machinery has decreased, but that of 
every product of the farm Wheat 
that brought $2 per bushel now brings 
about 10 cents Cotton that brought 
“5 cents now brings only 6 cents. Not 
80 with the capital and income of the 
banker. Both have been increased in 
value when compared with products, 
The dollar that would ouly buy one- 
half bushel of wheat will qnow buy 
two and one-half bushels. The dollar 
that would buy but four pounds of 
cotton will now buy Seventeen pounds. 
This is better for the banker but worse 
for the farmer. But the strangest 
thing About it is, the egfarmer 
has been induced to consent to the 
change under the plea of an “honest 
dollar. What he should have done, 
and what he ought now to do, is to 
stand up for an honest price for his 
products. This so-called “honest dol- 
lar” is one that so ch nges the rela- 
taye value of his capital and income— 
his products—with that of the bank.

A special dispatch from Buegos 
Ayres says: A correspondent at La 
Rio Ja, capital of the province of the 
tame name, telegraphs that the city 
has been ruined by Sunday night's 
earthquake. The churches, schdols 
and public edifices are all thrown 
down.

Attimesthe shock lasted twenty- 
four seconds. The scene was a most 
horrible one, women shrieking and 
fainting on every hand as the walls 
same crashing down. Two Sisters of 
Mercy were killed and many more are 
now entombed beneath the ruins. 

The governor fears that the killed 
and wounded throughout the province 


must number at least 2,000, as many of. 


the outlying towns also suffered

From San Juan come reports that 
shocks continued during the night, but 
were slight incharacter. Not.a house 
in town is without damage. It is re 
ported that in various parts of the 
province the ground opened and a gey- 
ser of boiling water and mud ‘spouted 
forth. 

Couriers continue to@rrive here with 
news of the damage wrought in the va- 
rious departments and towns. The 
village of Del Arbondon has been com- 
pletely swallowed up in the huge gaps 
opening ib the ground. 

The national government is sending 
special trains with doctors, tents, food 
and every kind of assistance, as well as 
laborers to clear away the wreck. 

La Prensa has opened @ public sub 
scription jist and the town of La Rio 
Ja has contributed 10,000 millreis. 

It is estimated that at least 20,000 
persons are homeless. -

| The Temps 
from Zanziba ing the Hova prime 
minister has replied to the ultimatum 
of France, that the Hovas would only 
yield to force.

The shipments of rails, bridge and 
electric railway work ffom the Penn- 
sylvania Steel Works at Harrisburg, 
during October's output of rails 
was 27,000 tons, the largest month's 
tonnage in four years.

AOULTERATIONS OF FOOD. 


& Chemist Who Says There is Not Very 
Much of It Nowadays. 

Singularly exajgerated. ideas coa- 

cerning the adulteration of food are 

generally held, according to Dr. 
H. W. Wiley, chemist of the United 
States Department of Agriculture. 
Sand, for instance, is not sold with 
sugar—at least in the United States. 
The granulated and lump sugars ip 
the market are almost absolutely 
pure; powdered sugar sometimes, 
though rarely, contains a little flour | 
or starch and low-grade sugars are | 
impure chiefly through the molasses 
and water they are madé¢ to absorb in | 
mantfacture. 

Not as good a report can be giveo 
of syrups) There is very little pure 
maple syrup, most of what is soid as 
such being a mixture of glucose or 
can syrups, witha small proportion 
of the product of the mapie, while 
In an imitation actually protected by 
a patent the maple flavor is g:ven by 
an extract of hickory bark. Liquid 
honey is largely ‘adulterated with | 
glucose. Of comb honey, however, 
only that in bottles and jars is ira- | 
pure, the old impression that comb 
honey on the frame fs adulterated 
having been proved to be erroneous. 
Ground coffee is so largely adulte 
rated with chicory, peas, beans, etc., 
that it is rarely found pure. and even 
the unground berry is imitated. Tea 
ig rarely mixed with ‘orcign leaves, 
bw freguently has its weght in- 
creased by the addition of salts of | 
iryo and copper—waterials quite 
prejudicial to health. Cocoa and 
chocolate are largely adulterated with 
starch and. sugar, and prodicts 
claimed to be greatly tinproved as to 
dfjestibility may have little of the 
virtues of the original cocoa bean | 
left in them. 

A danger in canned goods is the 
use of adulterated tin, which may | 
contaii as high as 12 per cent. of | 
lead, the organic salts formed by the 
corrosion of the lead being always | 
poisonous. The common practice of | 
coloring canned peas with copper ts | 
very objectionable. The use of pre- | 
servatives, such as salicylic acid, 18 | 
nov withgpt risk, while an vcasional 
source of danger is the development | 
of nitrogenous bodies called 
ptomaines ih preserved meats. The 
above are illustrations of the princt- 

al food. adulterations, which, though 

ad enough, are insignificant in com- 
parison with the startling reports 
that have been published. Much the | 
greater part of foods we eat is: pure 
and wholesome. —Chicago Herald.

GEORGIA’S GREAT STATESMAN, 


Ex-Governor Joseph E. Brown, Lays 
Down Life's Burdens. 

Just asa great proud. ship lifts an- 
chor and sails away to sea did the 
strong sou! of Hon. Joseph B. Brown 
glide away from the shores of life out 
upon the unknown waters whose har- 
bor is Eternal Rest, at 2:20 o'clock Fri- 
day afternoon. 

It was at his home in .the city of 
Atlanta, surrounded by family and 
friends, the splendid life that had come 
triumphant through struggle and storm 
ended amid beautiful calm. It was 
near the meridian of a perfect day, in 
the evening of a life rich. vS.h honors 
and achievements—a life that left its 
impress on history. 

Joseph E. Brown was born in Pick- 
ens, 8S. C., April 15, 1821. At 15 years 
his family moved to Georgia. He 
taught school at Canton, Ga.,and was 
afterwards admitted to practice law in 
1845. 

In 1855 he was elected circuit judge, 
and in 1857 became governor on the 
democratic ticket. He was re-elected 
by increased majorities in 1959, 1861 
and 1563. He was an active secession- 


-ist, and captured Forts Pulaski and 


Jackson, near Savannah, in 1861, six- 
teen days before his state seceded. 

At the conclusion of the war he was 
confined in prison. On his release he 
resigned the governorship and went 
to Washington, from which visit he 
returned in 1566, and advised his peo 
ple to accept the terms of the recon- 
struction. This made him unpopular, 
but he stuck to his position, and in 
1868 supported General Grant aud was 
a defeated candidate for senator the 
same year, Afterhis defeat he was 
appointed chief justice of the Georgia 
Supreme Court.

BRIEF OUTLINE OF POLICY. 


One Day’s Business, Abuses Con- 
nected With Second Class Matter. 
@o-Called Serials. Worthless Ad- 
vertising Sheets. Legitimate Peo- 
riodicals Shogid be Free. 


The policy outlined by Mr. Bissell, 
the postmaster general, in his annual 
report, is thus briefly stated: 

“In general,” he says, ‘‘I would reo- 
ommend that the first and most im- 
portant thing to be done is to revise 
the law as to second-class mail matter 
80.a8 to place the postoffice department 
immediately upon a self sustaining 
basis. Second, avoid expensive exper 
nents like the postal telegraph, rural 
free delivery. etc.; develop the postal] 
service on existing lines of administra 
tion, viz 

(Aj)—Extend free delivery 
that now enjoy it 

‘(B)—Aceord it to towns already en- 
titled to it under the law 

*"C)—Qhicken railroad 
tion, 

**(4)— Revise and reclassify organize 
tion of the railway mapil service, and 
reclassify’clerks in postoffices, and, 

‘*(5)—Provide for district supervisiog 
of all postal affairs by appointment of 
éxpert postal officials from the classi- 
fied service, as recommended in the 
last annua! report.” 

Under the caption of “Abuses Con- 
nheeted With Second-class Matter,” 
Mr. Bissell that, advertisers, 
book publishers and others have taken 
bread construction 
of what constitutes matter of the sec- 
ond class by sending out their adver- 
tisements and publications under the 
technical disguise of newspapers and 
periodicals, and have thus secured the 
benefit ofthe lower rate of postage. 
He has discovered that the abuse has 
grown so great that it uow costs the 
governmentecight times as much to 
carry sccond-class matter aS the reve- 
nue derived from it. The volume of

“‘Assutaing the directory's statement 
to be correct, itappears that about 685 
per cent. of the periodicals entered 
through the department sre ephemeral, 
and itis reasonable to assume that 
their circulation, when in existence, 
consists mainly of sample copies. 

Mr. Bissell, after recommending the 
limitation of the second-class rate to 


legitimate newspapers and periodicals, 
says: 

' “Periodicals of magazines. 1 be- 
lieve that one year’s experience under 
such limitatioas with the frauds and 
abuses checked, would demonstrate 
that we have already reached the time 
and conditions when all such legiti- 
mate newspapers and periodicals or 
magazines may be transmitted through 
our mails from publishers into the 
hands of subscribers free of any cost.” 

Some idea of the vast operations of 
our postal service may be gathered 
from this record of an average day's 
business is as follows: Number of 
miles post route run, 1,100,000, number 
of stamps manufactured, 8,300,000; 
number of envelopes manufactured, 
1,400,000; number of postal cards man- 
ufactured, 1,500,000; number of pieces 
mailed, 15,700,000; number of letters 
mailed, 7,400,000; number of pieces of 
mail matter distributed and redistrib- 
uted by railway postal clerks, 27,500,- 
000; number pieces handled in dead let- 
ter office, 24,000; daily transgctions in 
money order business, $1,07 boo; daily 
expenses, 231,100. 

The deficiency in postal revenues

The complete success of the govern. 
ment loan and the replenishment of 
the gold reserve have not. perceptibly 
affected business mor prevented ad- 
vance of foreign exchange newer to the 
exporting point. As January interest 
is soon to met and the operations of 
the syndicate are thought likely to 
prevent much selling of the bonds to 
foreigners, great exports of gold are 
not improbable. 

The closing of sugar refineries will 
diminsh the «ddustrial force more 
than it is increased by the resumption 
of the Bethlehem steel works and a 
few other concerns. The controlling 
fact is that, although in two instances 
wages have been increased, the earn. 
ings for the working force and its pur- 
chasing power are not on the whole 
enlarging at present, and prices of the 
chief farm product do not’ materially 
improve. 

The great industries fairly maintain 
the production previously reported, 
but cannot be expected to increase at 
this season. A few more iron works 
have gone into operation and the de. 
mand is larger, but there is distinct 
weakness in prices, especially at Pitts. 
burg, and Bessemer iron billetts, nails 
and some structural forms are quoted 
lower. The rail combination has 
agreed to a reduction of $2 per ton for 
the next year. Coke contracts are be- 
ing made for the first quarter of 1895 
at current rates. j 

The shoe industry continues to do 
remarkably well for the searen and 
the prospect for the spring business is 
fairly ‘ good, although the trouble 
about prices occasions some friction. 
In textile manufactures there is more 
strength in print cloths, but other cot- 
tons are somewhat irregular and 
weaker, and the woolen manufacture

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Cesar, when the sun was paler than 
usual for a whole year. In the year 
360 A. D. there was a day so dark 
that in all the eastern provinces of 
the Roman empira the stars could be 
seen at midday. An cffort has been 
made to connect the latter record 
with an eclipse, but neither the 
eclipse of- March 4 nor thatof Aug. 
28, in the year 350, was visible in 
those countries. 

It is recorded th:t on the 29¢h of 
September, 1091, tho sun turned 
black for three hours, and that for 
days afterward a pecullar greenish 
hue was observable in the suntight. 
The 4th, 5th, and 12th of February, 


1106, were unusually dark, and on | 


the 5th stars ware seen at midday, 
Kepler mentions the 22d, 23d, 24th, 
and 25th of April, 1548, as being dark 
days, with the so often accompanying 
circumstance in these accounts of 
stars being visible at noon. 

It is almost useless to speculate as 
to the causes of the dark days last 
mentiowed. The acoounts are prob- 
ably exaggerated, and in any case the 
records are too inaccarate and incom- 
plete to render any explanation ad- 
visable. The terror which all such 
experiences produeed was fatal toa 
scientific description. 


Is British Trade Prospering. 

In an article under this head the 
London Spectator thus sums up the 
situation: “There seeins to us to be, 
on the whole, little justification for 
either optimism or pessimism as re- 
yards trade prospects. ‘The nation 
is doing a great trade—greater than, 
with small exceptions, it has ever 
done before—but not so yreat in pro- 
portion to its rapidly increasing popu- 
lation. There is an immediate pros- 
pect of still further decline In tne 
yield of our agriculture, and as yet 
no immediate prospect of a compen- 
eating rise im the producing powers 
of manufacture and trade Still, 
‘such prospects are never visible from 
altar, und they may appear at any 
moment.
